~ Firemen’s Plan To 
Get Further Study 


GOUNCILMEN SEE 
EARLY ACTION ON 
VOTH'S SUCCESSOR 


Additional conferences between 
the city councilmen and the vol- 
unteer firemen are scheduled in 
an effort to arrive at an early an- 
swer to the questions concerning 
operation of the fire department. 

March 18 was tentatively set 
by the city council last night when 
it would appoint a successor to 
Jake W. Voth, fire chief, whose 
resignation became effective last 
Monday. 

Glenn M. Atwood, acting fire 
chief, was asked to continue in 
that capacity until a successor is 
named. 





A comprehensive review of the 
duties of the fire chief and the 
operation of the fire and police 
departments was submitted at 
last night’s council meeting by 
Councilmen Richard A. Ibanez 
and Ray R. Sherwood, who are on 
the fire and police committee. 

RECOMMENDATION LISTED 

Their report contained a recom- 
mendation which granted to the 
fire department the features re- 
cently sought by the volunteer 
fire department. No vote was 
taken on the recommendation, 
however. 

Instead, the council deferred 
any action and authorized the fire 
and police committee to study the 
matter further and make other 
recommendations if feasible. The 
city officials gave Acting Fire 
Chief Glenn M. Atwood the as- 
surance the matter would be fully 
discussed with the volunteer fire- 
men before the recommendations 
‘were presented to the council for 
consideration. 

FIREMEN PRAISED 

The whole-hearted interest of 
the volunteer firemen in the com- 
munity’s welfare was sincerely 
expressed by.Mayor Eugene Nis- 
bet and other councilmen. Several 
of the officials and some of the 
interested citizens present ex- 
pressed the belief that the re- 
sponsibility for any inefficiency in 
the present system rests with the 
regularly paid employes. The vol- 
unteer firemen were repeatedly 
commended for their efforts in 
working for the city. 

Mr. Atwood, Wiley W. Mather 
and Martin Smith participted in 
the lengthy discussion, in addition 
to the councilmen. 

i ISSUE IS NOTED 

One of the principal issues in- 
volved is whether or not the fire 
and police. departments should be 
operated jointly as at present or 
“divorce the departments” as 
sought by the volunteer firemen. 
The volunteer firemen also have 
pointed out that the fire equip- 
ment has not been maintained as 
it should be or that the policemen 
have not given the proper cooper- 
ation with the fire chief. 

A portion of the report sub- 
mitted by Mr. Ibanez and Mr. 
Sherwood was entitled ‘Findings 
of Fact” and noted the _ back- 
‘ground of the fire and police set- 
yup. 

Excerpts from the “Findings ot 
‘Fact” are quoted as follows: 

“Prior to 1939, before the 
‘city hall was completed, the po- 
lice and fire departments were in- 
‘dependent. Personnel in the fire 
department consisted of one fire- 
“man and the chief. At that time 
‘there was only one man on duty. 
‘He not only drove the fire truck 
“but took -care of it. In 1938 the 
fire chief submitted to the city 
manager a statement in writing 
in regard ‘to his duties.” 

(In this statement Fire Chief 
Voth reports that he cared for 
the fire building, the fire equip- 
ment and that he also helped in 
caring for the lawn adjacent to 
the fire hall.) 

“‘T am also in charge at the 
fires, issue fire permits and am 
in charge of two fire drills a 
month,” Mr. Voth’s. statement 
continued. “I ‘make inspections, 
including buildings, trash, lots 
with weeds, fire plugs, etc. From 
6 p.m. to 7 a.m. I act as desk 
‘sergeant for the police depart- 
ment.’

BIKE LICENSE LAW 
[S GIVEN STUDY 


First reading was given a pro- 
posed “bicycle licensing” ordi- 
nance at the city council meeting 
last night, but its passage will 
depend upon the public’s reaction 
to the proposal. 

‘If the parents give their sup- 
port to such a proposal, it will 
be very successful,” it was de- 
clared at the council meeting. 

The proposed plan specifies that 
all local owners of bicycles regis- 
ter at the police station and pay 
25 cents as an annual fee and for 
a numbered license plate. The 
plan also requires that all trans- 
fers of ownerships of bicycles be 
recorded. Dealers in new and 
used bicycles would also be re- 
quired to report their sales to the 
police registrar. 

If there is no special objections 
voiced against the proposal it may 
be submitted to the council on 
March 18 for approval. 

The council adopted an amend- 
ment to the “black out” ordinance 
dealing with the use of “red” 
street lights to warn of street ex- 
cavations.

This community’s war-time 
housing program is ready to go 
today with John Keith, Jr., prom- 
inent Los Angeles builder, being 
awarded the contract. 

He is in.readiness for an im- 
mediate start in the construction 
of houses for 100 families and for 
a community club house. Site of 
the project is Campus avenue 
north of Foothill boulevard. 

BID OF $322,374 

Mr. Keith was selected as the 
contractor for the local project 
on his bid of $322,374, which was 
the lowest of 11 estimates sub- 
mitted. Members of the Upland 


Housing. Authority opened the | 


bids at a special meeting Wed- 
nesday afternoon. The estimates 
ranged up to $425,053. The only 
local bid was that of Neely & 
Berry at $387,980. 

The formal contract was signed 
in the city hall yesterday. 

Mr. Keith said that his “key 
construction” men will be on 
the job but that “other employes 
will be obtained locally”. In 
peak construction, approximately 
100 men will be on the job. 

Mr. Keith was the contractor in 
the construction of a 50-dwelling 
defense housing project at Red- 
lands. This project was recently 
completed. 

GLAD TO GET JOB 

“T am pleased at being selected 
for the Upland job,” he said. ‘We 
have been told that the Redlands 
project is one of the most beau- 
tiful of its kind—and I am con- 
fident the Upland houses will be 
just as attractive.” 

Mr. Keith, young in age but 
old in construction experience 
and giant in stature, said he be- 
lieves in fast construction. 

“We are ready to start tomor- 
row morning,’ he said soon after 
the bids were opened. “Our or- 
ganization is ready, and once we 
start we keep going.” 

As to speed, Mr. Keith said he 
knew something about that in 
Upland also. 

“I am the fellow whose auto 
ran into a train east of the hos- 
pital,” he admitted. “I was in 
the hospital for two weeks be- 
cause of that accident.” 

READY IN 3 MONTHS 

Plans call for the houses to be 
completed within three months. 
One hundred families are to be 
served when the project is com- 
pleted. Most of the dwellings will 
be of the duplex type and of two 
and three bedroom size. Brick 
will be used in the construction. 

Presiding at the opening of 
the bids Wednesday was Paul F. 
Schowalter, chairman of the Up- 
land Housing Authority. Other 
authority members present were 
Dr. Lillian F. Baxter, Alan A. 
Couch, Henry M. Busch and Ever- 
ett W. Henry. 

Otto S. Roen, who has return- 
ed to Upland as executive direct- 
or of the project, will represent 
the local group during the con- 
struction of the project. He serv- 
ed as executive director during 
preparation of the plans and the 
filing of the formal application. 

The contract not only calls for 
construction of the houses and the 
community building but also for 
street, curb and sidewalk im- 
provement.

RESTRICTIONS ON 
NEW CITRUS PEST 


Because of the presence in 
other areas of certain citrus pests 
not occuring in San Bernardino 
county, the county department of 
agriculture has placed restric- 
tions on citrus nursery stock be- 
ing delivered fer planting in this 
county, according to Harry Vv. 
Cavers. These restrictions apply 
to citrus nursery stock within or 
coming into the county, and are 
directed against the entry of cit- 
rus bud mite, purple and Glover's 
scales. 

Citrus bud mite is present in 
practically all of the major lemon 
producing areas, and has proved 
to be very difficult to control. It 
seriously damages both the fruit 
and trees of lemons and oranges. 

The control of purple and Glov- 
er’s scale in some of the coastal 
areas of the state has become 
quite costly. 

The restriction requires that all 
citrus nursery stock must be 
thoroughly dipped in a two per 
cent solution of medium oil emul- 
sion at the time it is being pre- 
pared for shipment.

partments were combined. 


“Under the combined plan the 
desk sergeants at the police sta- 
tion, also known as dispatchers, 
are serving in a dual capacity— 
these dispatchers are under the 
jurisdiction of the police chief so 
long as there is no fire. When a 
fire call comes these dispatchers 
immediately become firemen and 
their duty is to drive the fire truck 
to the scene of the fire. Instruc- 
tions have been given by the city 
manager to these dispatchers that 
they spend a certain number of 
hours each day in keeping up the 
equipment at the fire hall. 

“To assure that there would al- 
ways be a fire truck driver avail- 
able at the police station when a 
fire call came in, a joint order 
was made by the police chief and 
fire chief, reading as follows: 


STATEMENTS SIGNED 


“All officers will be subject to 
fire drill at the discretion and 
whenever necessary in the judg- 
ment of the chief of the fire de- 
partment. Dispatchers are .prim- 
arily police officers and under the 
command and discretion of the 
chief of police until the occasion 
of a fire emergency, when they 
assume the character of firemen, 
and then function under the com- 
mand of the fire chief in accord- 
ance with the functional plan of 
the fire department. The officer 
in the district in which a fire oc- 
curs will also respond and if need- 
ed will be under the command of 
the fire chief.—Signed: Jake W. 
Voth and Eugene L. Mueller, po- 
lice chief.’ 

“The committee finds that the 
present combined plan has many 
favorable features, among others 
the following: 


ECONOMY SEEN 





“There is an economy of man- 
power. There is available at all 
times a fire truck driver in the 
dispatchers. Under the joint or- 
der, quoted above, in case of fire 
the fire chief has police officers 
at his command. 

“The committee finds, however, 
that the combined plan has not 
been to the liking of the volunteer 
firemen, upon whom the city has 
relied for many years; nor has 
the plan been satisfactory to the 
city manager. 

‘It is also found that under the 


; combined plan there has been lack 


of discipline, lack of sufficient rec- 
ords of inspection, the committee 
has not been able to determine 
how the fire chief spends his time 
when not fighting fires, that the 
fire hall at times has not been 
kept clean, nor has the equip- 
ment. 

“The committee is of the opin- 
ion, however, that the dispatcher 
on the graveyard shift could have 
kept the fire hall clean. It is fur- 
ther found that the fire chief could 
have warmed up the fire trucks 


whenever necessary. The com- 
mittee further finds that the 
gvashing apd cleaning of the 


trucks could have been done by 
a dispatcher, if the fire chief 
would have taken *over the desk 
to answer the phone while the dis- 
patcher was doing this. 

“In regard to the cost of the 
volunteer fire department the 
committee finds that in the past 
six months the volunteer firemen 
responded to 35 fires. For this 
they were paid $75 a month, or 
$450, with 231 volunteers respond- 
ing. 

“In regard to the cost of estab- 
lishing a separate fire department 
and changing the existing com- 
bination, the committee finds that 
the city must hire at least two 
paid firemen, excluding the chief. 
This will result in an additional 
yearly expenditure to the city be- 
tween $3,600 and $3,800.” 

Following the presentation of 
this report and various additional 


statements, a general discussion 
followed with some ‘“misunder- 
standings” cleared up. 


The Ibanez-Sherwood recom- 
mendation was prepared immed- 
iately after these men had con- 
ferred with a firemen’s committee 
including Mr. Atwood, E. C. Mehl 
and Mark Bailey. This meeting 
was held February 26. 

Since then the comprehensive

The observation 
was made by Mayor Nisbet last 
night that the recommendations 
called for a plan quite contrary to 
the expressions contained in the 
general report.
